Washington, (EFE).- El Ser- 
vicio de Inmigración y Naturali- 
zación (INS), dio a conocer el 
miércoles los diversos aspectos de 
la extensión del estatuto de pro- 
tección temporal (TPS) para sal- 
vadoreños, y animó a los inmi- 
grantes elegibles a reinscribirse en 
este programa de alivio migra- 
torio.

Fong aclaró que la construc- 
ción del mercado, una inversión 
de 3.5 millones de dólares que 
cuenta con unas bases y estructura 
metálicas fuertes de la mejor ca- 
lidad, es parte del proyecto que la 
Ciudad de San José aprobó en 
1997. Por lo mismo, hace año y 
medio se construyeron los dos 
nuevos edificios del Tropicana 
que alberga a 18 comerciantes. 

En febrero de 2002, la Ciudad 
autorizó el permiso de la cons- 
trucción del mercado que Inició 
en marzo de este año y que fina- 
lizará al término de este mes. In- 
mediatamente después, se int- 
ciara la Plazita, “que será parte 
del mercado”, aclaró Fong. “La 
cual tomará unas seis semanas”, 
agregó. 

El Centro Comercial Tropi- 
cana cuenta con seis dueños. 
siendo Dennis Fong uno de los 
más grandes, quien señaló “los 
otros dueños ya tienen también 
planes de remodelación, pero no

now comes the legal fight

The merchants of the Tro- 
picana Shopping Center in San 
Jose will not give up their fight. 
They are now taking legal action 
to stop the Redevelopment Agen- 
cy’s redevelopment plan, which 
was approved a few weeks ago by 
the councilmembers of the city of 
San Jose. 

With the intent to get a better 
understand of the situation facing 
the business owners, we went 
down to the Tropicana to see the 
structure and also, interviewed 
several of the merchants. 

There are 58 merchants that 
make up the Tropicana Shopping 
Center. Some of them are grouped 
in one large area, while others are 
established in more than one lo- 
cation, sometimes leading to con- 
fusion for the first time shopper. 
But once familiar with all the 
stores, there are many treasures to 
be found. The Tropicana Shop- 
ping Center has a long history of 
doing business in the city of San 
Jose. Jose Mendoza from San 
Jose Men’s Wear told us that the 
Asian run pharmacy has been do- 
ing business there even before the 
Tropicana was officially named. 

What used to be Newberry, 
one of the largest stores, selling 
everything from yarn to clothing, 
and housing various merchants in 
its corridors is one of the build- 
ings in the Tropicana Shopping 
Center. Today, Newberry is no 
longer in business, but continuing 
business in its place are five other 
merchants — Joyeria Casa 
Blanca, Shoe Colin’s, Dulceria 
Manolin, Discoteca Rosy and 
Lobosa # 1 — however, a person 
looking in from the outside would 
think this building is empty. 

Improvements are slated to 
start on the Newberry building, 


and have been set in motion by 
Dennis Fong, owner of 45 percent 
of the Tropicana Shopping Cen- 
ter. We spoke with Dennis Fong 
on the phone and he said, “He 
wants to make improvements to 
the shopping center so it will be 
one of the best in the country.” 
Fong also said that $3.5 million 
dollars which will be used for im- 
provements including, founda- 


tions and top-quality steel for the 
structures, comes from the project 
approved by San Jose City in 
1997. It will take a year and a half 
to redo the two new buildings that 
house eighteen merchants. 

In February 2002, the city 
authorized the redevelopment of 
the marketplace and construction 
started in this March and 1s sched- 
uled to be finished at the end of

this month. Immediately after- 
wards, The Plazita will be initi- 
ated, and “will become part of the 
new market,” Fong continued. He 
added the project will take six 
weeks. 

In total, the Tropicana Shop- 
ping Center has six owners, with 
Dennis Fong owning the major- 
ity of the center. He indicated that 
the other owners also have resto- 
ration plans, but are slower to put 
them in affect so as not to disturb 
the already existing commerce. 
Because the owners are already 
remodeling the center, “it doesn't 
make sense what the city wants,” 
says Fong, to destroy all the re- 
modeling that the owners are do- 
ing and re-start everything again 
in December 2003. “For us, the 
restoration is very convenient be- 


cause it is going to be new and 
besides, with more businesses, it 
will attract more customers, and 
the customer won't leave without 
buying something,” said Verenice 
Villalobos of Lobosa’s #1 Graph- 
ics and Photography. Verenice has 
been in the Newberry building for 
four years. 

It is worth mentioning that 
Villalobos supports the owner's 
remodeling plan, which will cost 
nine million dollars. One of the 
merchant’s main worries regard- 
ing the city’s plan is the increase 
in rent at the end of their remod- 
eling, which is costing $50 mil- 
lion dollars. Blake Hunt, an inde- 
pendent contractor, has been hired 
to do the project.

married to an American citizen or 
‘a permanent resident in the U.S., 
“to apply for green cards without 
“having to leave the country. The 
* current law states that they must 
"leave the U.S. to apply, which can 
“mean delays as long as 16 years. 
sd Byrd, protest was very strong 
and not typical of Democratic 
‘* beliefs. The Senator called the bill 
“sheer lunacy,” providing as evi- 
dence the 9-11 attacks and claim- 


”* ing that the measure would endan- 


ger American security. 
y Although Byrd, “its position 
- isnot shared by most Democrats, 
it was certainly a step backwards 
in their relations with Latinos. 
Bush seems to be getting the 
upper hand with Latinos at least 
from the point of view of effort. 
To begin with there is the ques- 
tion of language. To be sure, lan- 
guage, “English or Spanish,” is 
not the President, forte. His En- 
glish mistakes are infamous. Even 
in Spanish he managed to trip a 


number of times. 

For example, during the 2000 
election he asked an audience for 
their “botas” (boots) instead of 
“votos” (votes). Yet, Bush tried to 
connect in Spanish, forcing Al 
Gore and Democrats to follow 
suit en español. 

Bush, efforts go beyond the 
question of language, which has 
primarily symbolic value. A 
speech on immigration given by 
the President last year at Ellis Is- 
land points to a welcome mat for 
immigrants, which pleased the 
Latino population. His plan to 
split the INS (Immigration and 
Naturalization Service) into two 
parts, one dealing with defending 
the border and the other which 
would provide faster services to 
those seeking naturalization, was 
welcome news for all immigrants. 

The proposal would eliminate 
the contradictory role of the INS, 


which on the one hand tries to | one bagk home looks like me.” 


keep immigrants out of the coun- 


try, and on the other welcomes | 


them as they undertake the bu- 
reaucratic task of becoming U.S. 
citizens. 

To ease the naturalization 
process, Bush’s plan would spend 
500 million dollars over five years 
to help the INS become “custom- 
er” friendly and speed up the citi- 
zenship process. Currently, be- 
coming a citizen can be delayed 
up to three and even four years 
because of bureaucracy. The new 
funds would reduce the wait to six 
months or less. 

To ease the movement of 
people across the border, Bush is 
working with his Mexican coun- 
terpart, Vicente Fox, to expand the 
guest worker program. The ma- 


jor hurdle will center on the pos- 


sibility of guest Workers eventu- 
ally becoming U.S. citizens in- 
stead of returning home once their 
labor contracts expire. The other 
controversial proposal deals with 
granting amnesty to the several 
million undocumented workers 
already in the U.S. 

Bush stated in a speech last 
year “Immigration is not a prob- 
lem to be solved. It is a sign of a 
confident and successful nation.” 
These words reflect a total rever-

I was somewhat taken aback 
when I learned that Craig To- 
yama, one of my junior high 
school friends, was not Mexican, 
but Japanese.

“Strange,” I thought, “every-

I remember wondering how 
it is that such a thing could have 
happened in this country. They 
were guilty of nothing, but they 


| were branded as “the enemy.” (In-

| masse during the 1930s and 


1950s.) 
Our teachers taught us about 


| yellow journalism and its role in 
| stirring up racial hatreds and false 


patriotism that permitted such 
roundups.

the Constitution was discarded, 
yet we were assured that this 
would never happen again in our 
democratic country. We were also 
admonished never to call them 
“concentration camps.” Appar- 
ently, we weren't supposed to as- 
sociate them with the ugly things 
that had happened in Europe. But 
what had happened to Japanese 
Americans had happened here, 
not in some faraway Nazi or fas- 
cist country. 

That's why I never under- 
stood the silence. It was the an- 
tithesis of Black and Brown an- 
ger, which was fueled by dehu- 
manization, brutality, discrimina- 
tion and enforced: segregation. 
But, truthfully, there was no si- 
lence among my peers. The name 
Manzanar (the detention camp in 
California) was ingrained into my 
consciousness, as were Auschwitz 
and the precept of “never again.” 

I understood the Black, 
Brown and Red Power move- 
ments, but it was the silence that 
I] couldn't understand. Years later, 
several elders took the time to 


explain the pain associated with | 


it. It greatly influenced me and, I 
suspect, a whole generation. 

The lesson was: Do not re- 
main silent when government il- 
legally begins rounding up people 
just because they're coming after 
others and not you. 

Never accept the justifica- 
tions and the appeals to “national 
security.” 

Otherwise, the Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights mean noth- 
ing. 


Enter Sept. 11. Now it’s as if | 
the answers to “How could it hap- | 


pen here?” are beginning to un- 
fold before my very eyes. Every 
day, government Officials are pro- 
posing or issuing new edicts that 
take away our rights and freedoms 
and allow them to operate in com- 
plete secrecy. We and Congress 
are obliging the administration 
during this undeclared and unde- 
fined war to preserve our rights 
and freedoms. And no one notices 
the glaring contradiction.

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Will living longer 
mean growing wiser? 


Editor’s Note: In the last 200 
years, life expectancy worldwide 
has gone from about 25 years to 
more than 65. But two questions 
of the longevity revolution are 
rarely asked, writes PNS Associ- 
ate Editor Walt Truett Anderson. 
Who is living longer and who 
isn't? And does growing older 
mean growing wiser? Anderson 
(waltt@well.com) is a political 
scientist and author of “All Con- 
nected Now: Life in the First Glo- 
bal Civilization” (Westview 
Press, 2001).

People are living longer, and 
that is undoubtedly good news — 
at least to those who are living 
longer. But the longevity revolu- 
tion, as it's now being called, is a 
huge and complex social transi- 
tion, and we really have no idea 
of where it's taking us. It will gen- 
erate some huge problems — par- 
ticularly around the differences of 
life expectancy in different parts 
of the world — and may bring 
some pleasant surprises. If the 


| developmental psychologists are 
correct, a lot of people who grow 


older will also grow up to become 
more effective, responsible hu- 
man beings. 

The basic numbers are strik- 
ing: According to a recent article 
in Science magazine by a pair of 


| demographers from Duke Univer- 


sity and Cambridge University, 
life expectancy has more than 
doubled worldwide over the past- 
two centuries — from roughly 25 
years to about 65 for men and 70 
for women. In about six decades, 
the researchers say, reaching 100 
will be about as commonplace as 
reaching 70 is today. 

How far will it go? There's 
now a debate among the experts, 
between those who expect that at 
some point we will run into natu- 
ral limits on how long an indi- 
vidual body and mind can survive 
and those who doubt that any such 
natural limits exist. Some now go 
so far as to predict an era of “func- 
tional immortality” in which life 


expectancy becomes, for all prac- 


tical purposes, infinite. In this 
long-range scenario, people will 
live forever unless their lives are 
ended by some sort of accident or 


In Israel, 


by a conscious decision to die. 

The troubling question is: 
Which people? 

In the United States and other 
wealthier countries, average life 
expectancy now is in the high 70s. 
In Japan and Andorra, it is in the 
low 80s. But in several African 
countries, such as Malawi and 
Zambia, it is around 37. Even with 
a major intensification of devel- 
opment and public health activi- 
ties internationally, \t seems dan- 
gerously likely that the longevity 
gap will grow rather than close in 
the years ahead. The\picture is 
bleak and it's getting more so all 
the time. In developed countries, 
life expectancy is currently in- 
creasing by three months a year, 
while it remains about the same 
in the poorest regions. 

On the brighter side, one of 
the most obvious and interesting 
questions about the longevity 
revolution — one rarely asked — 
is whether more old age will also 
bring more psychological matu- 
rity. Is there any reason to believe 
that peóple wWRo grow older will 
also grow up —+ become deeper, 
wiser, more mofally responsible, 
more capable of dealing with the 
complexities of modern life? 

One person who thinks so is 
Harvard psychologist Robert 
Kegan, a leading scholar in the 
field of developmental psychol- 
ogy and author of “In Over Our 
Heads,” a study of how people 
develop progressively more com- 
plex levels of consciousness — 
including different value systems 
— over the course of a lifetime. 
At the end of the book, he asks 
what might happen if people are 
given an additional generation to 
live. He answers: “My candidate: 
a qualitatively new order of con- 
sciousness.” 

Kegan didn't elaborate on that 
tantalizing suggestion, but it is 
quite clear what he was suggest- 
ing — that the longevity revolu- 
tion might bring a significant in- 
crease in the sum total of human 
wisdom, something the world 
clearly needs. With luck, some of 
these older and wiser people may 
even figure out what to do about 
the unfortunate millions who 
don't live long enough to achieve 
their potential.

They form 
a well-ordered line down the side 
of the building and wait patiently 
for their turn. 

It's Saturday night in Israel, 
and the threat of terror can't stop 
the party. 

At the front of the line, two 
security guards frisk each youth, 
pat them down with a metal-de- 
tector wand and search every bag. 
Women watch passively as guards 
paw’ through their purses and 
dump lipstick, condoms, wallets 
and cigarettes onto a nearby table. 
Patrons are randomly pulled out 
of line and questioned. 

“How did you arrive at the 


disco tonight? Who did you come 
with? How long have you known 
these people? Where do you live? 
Where do you go to school? Who 
are your teachers? Do you have 
any weapons?” One hesitant an- 
swer or shifty look and the youth 
will be turned away. 

No one objects to the severe 
security precautions, quite the op- 
posite. It is 20 months into the 
Intifada, and on radio talk shows 
and in the pages of the newspa- 
pers, Israelis have been demand- 
ing tighter, more comprehensive 
security. 

Most Israelis are shying away 
from malls, restaurants and other 
public places.

Su familia ha estado 
asentada en ese lugar desde que 
llegaron los colonizadores espa- 
ñoles y fundaron la Nueva Es- 
paña, hoy México. Los mexicanos 
perdieron ese y más de la mitad 
de su territorio al ser derrotados 
en la guerra cuando se suscitó la 
invasión norteamericana en 1846- 
1848. 

Al sufrir su padre un ataque 
al corazón, por recomendación 
médica, se mudaron en 1950 a un 
lugar con menos altitud, Santa 
Cruz, Nuevo México. Dejó la es- 
cuela por un tiempo y puso junto 
a uno de sus hermanos una tienda 
de ropa por tres años, Ferview De- 
partment Store. “Y tuvimos mu- 
cho éxito”, agregó Reynolds. 


Yolanda asistió a la Univer- 
sidad de Nuevo México, pero al 
año de haber iniciado sus estu- 
dios, conoció a quien se conver- 
tiría en su esposo, Ray Reynolds 
y contraen nupcias en 1962. De- 
bido a su profesión de astro-físico 
del señor Reynolds, él aceptó tra- 
bajar en la NASA en Mountain 
View, California, “porque yo ha- 
bía visitado a unos tíos en este 
lugar antes y me encantaba.

En 1966, Yolanda se graduó 
de SJSS con una licenciatura en 
Español e Historia del Suroeste de 
México con conocimientos de 
Antropología e Historia Mexica- 
na y Latinoamericana, “porque 
tenía mucho interés en conocer 
los orígenes de mi familia”, dijo. 

Luego, obtuvo su credencial 
como maestra y desempeño esa 
noble profesión, además de con- 
sejera y administradora por 15 
años, tanto en bachiller como en 
Community Colleges. Además, 
ostenta una maestría de SJSU en 
Counseling Education. 

Uno de sus logros que la sa- 
tisfacieron como maestra fue que 
al tener conocimientos de la his- 
toria mexicana y latinoamericana,

sarrolló el Curriculum de Mexico- 
americanos en el Distrito Escolar 
Unificiado de San José, y las ba- 
ses de ese curriculum, se convir- 
tieron en las bases para Estudios 
Mexicoamericanos”, expresó con 
orgullo.

terminó. Estando convaleciente 
en casa, es cuando comienza a 
darse cuenta de lo que realmente 
estaba pasando con su vecindario, 
con la comunidad latina, y las 
necesidades que tenían y que no 
eran escuchados por los políticos 
y representantes. 

A partir de ese momento, su 
vida da un gran giro. 

Incursión en el periodismo 

“Una influencia muy grande 
en mí fue el papá de mi mamá, 
Francisco Espinoza. Fue un po- 
lítico que tenía una visión de có- 
mo servir a la comunidad, y su 
punto de vista es la que llevo en 
mi corazón. Lo interesante era que 
mi abuelo era republicano, pero 
al estilo de Abraham Lincoln”, 
subrayó Reynolds. 

El abuelo de Yolanda, fundó 
al inicio de los años 1900, la 
Sociedad Productiva Mutuo de 
Trabajadores Unidos, SPMDTU, 
en Colorado, “y fue establecido 
con el fin de que si un trabajador 
se lastimaba o moría en el trabajo, 
su familia no quedaba desam- 


parada, era como una aseguran- 
za”, explicó esta activista. “Y aún 
existe”, agregó. 

Por eso, desde muy joven 
había sido inquieta por lo que 
sucedía a su alrededor. Al llegar 
al Area de la Bahía y ser residente 
de San José, se dio cuenta de que 
en su vecindario había personas 
hispanas profesionistas, “ellas te- 
nían todas las ventajas de la edu- 
cación, pero los periódicos en San 
José, no les estaban diciendo a la 
gente lo que estaban haciendo, 
particularmente los políticos.

California Courts enlist ethnic 
media to help recruit interpreters 


San Francisco — The Judi- 
cial Council of California an- 
nounced last week the launch of 
a new phase of its ongoing cam- 
paign to recruit qualified inter- 
preters through the state's in- 
creasingly influential multilingual 
ethnic media. 

California courts, where more 
than eight million cases are filed 
annually, have a legal mandate to 
retain specially trained interpret- 
ers for witnesses, victims, and de- 
fendants who understand little or 
no English. Court interpreters in- 
terpret during both court and 
noncourt proceedings. In criminal 
proceedings, the cost of inter- 
preter services is borne by the 
state. 

As the-policymaking body of 
the California courts, the Judicial 
Council is responsible for ensur- 
ing the consistent, independent, 
impartial, and accessible admin- 
istration of justice. This includes 
responsibility to certify and re- 
gister court interpreters and to 
develop a comprehensive pro- 
gram to ensure an available and 
competent pool of qualified inter- 
preters. The Administrative Of- 
fice of the Courts carries out the 
council's official actions. 

“More than 224 languages are 
spoken in California and some 32 
percent of the state’s residents 
speak a language other than En- 
glish,” said Associate Justice 
Eileen C. Moore of the Court of 
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Appeal, Fourth Appellate District, 
who chairs the Judicial Councilis 
Court Interpreters Advisory 
Panel. “To ensure equal justice in 
California courts for this growing 
demographic group, we need to 
recruit thousands of court inter- 
preters fluent in one of these many 
languages, including sign lan- 
guage interpreting.” 

Today California has less 
than 1,500 certified and registered 
court interpreters to handle the 
needs of hundreds of thousands 
of witnesses, victims and defen- 
dants who appear state courts. 
For the first time, AOC is part- 
nering with 13 ethnic media or- 
ganizations to use both advertise- 
ments and editorial messages to 
reach the audiences most im- 
pacted by this shortage of inter- 
preters. 

Currently, court interpreters 
can be certified in 14 languages 
designated by the Judicial Coun- 
cil: Arabic, Armenian, Cambo- 
dian, Cantonese, Japanese, Ko- 
rean, Mandarin, Portuguese, Pun- 
jabi, Russian, Spanish, Tagalog. 
Vietnamese, and American Sign 
Language. Interpreters also can be 
registered in other “nondesignat- 
ed” languages. There are now reg- 
istered interpreters in 62 other lan- 
guages. 

“We're seeking highly qua- 
lified professionals who are flu- 
ent not only in one of these lan- 
guages but in the specialized lan- 
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guage of the courts,” explains Jus- 
tice Moore. “California's ethnic 
media are staffed by people who 
understand the vital role interpret- 
ers play in the administration of 
justice and who themselves use 
the same multilingual skills to 
perform their jobs. ” 

The campaign will involve 
multilingual ad placements under 
the theme “One Law, Many Lan- 
guages” as well as brainstorming 
sessions in Northern, Central, and 
Southern California with the edi- 
tors and reporters of the AOC's 
ethnic media partners to discuss 
the most effective ways of com- 
municating the needs of court in- 


terpreters to their audiences. Un- | 


der the guidance of AOC staff, the 
campaign is being coordinated by 
New California Media, an edito- 
rial and marketing association of 


more than 400 ethnic news orga- | 
nizations run by the non-profit | 


Pacific News Service. 
“Ethnic media leaders are ea- 
ger to participate in the civic af- 


fairs of California. and no issue | 


is more central to their audiences 
than the assurance of fairness in 
California’s courts,” said New 
California Media Co-Director 
Julian Do.

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Varios ejecutivos rehusan hablar y otros culpan a Arthur Andersen

Washington, D.C. (EFE).- 
Aunque los principales ex ejecu- 
tivos de WorldCom invocaron el 
lunes su derecho constitucional a 
no contestar a preguntas sobre el 
fraude contable de la empresa, 
otros responsabilizaron a su audi- 
tora, Arthur Andersen, por las 
irregularidades que investiga el 
Gobierno. 

El fundador y ex presidente 
de la operadora WorldCom Ber- 
nard Ebbers y su ex principal 
ejecutivo financiero Scott Sulli- 
van —ambos expulsados de la 
compañía—, se ampararon en la 
Quinta Enmienda de la Consti- 
tución para evitar autoincrimi- 
narse, convencidos de que el 
Congreso se ha ensañado con la 
empresa sin merecerlo. 

Durante una audiencia del 
Comité de Servicios Financieros 
de la Cámara de Representantes, 
Ebbers explicó que decidió seguir 
el consejo de sus abogados “aun- 
que no creo que tenga nada que 
ocultar en esta o cualquier otra 
audiencia”. 

Agregó que su silencio obe- 
dece a la magnitud de las investi- 
gaciones que han iniciado el Con- 
greso, el Departamento de Justicia 
y la Comisión del Mercado de 
Valores (SEC, por su siglas en 


inglés) sobre el escándalo finan- ' 


ciero de WorldCom, que incluso 
opaca el protagonizado por el 
gigante energético Enron. 

Además, dijo, algunas decla- 
raciones preliminares “pueden 
sacarse fuera de contexto”, sin 
ofrecer la posibilidad de defen- 
derse de “preguntas capciosas”. 

Sullivan, un poco más es- 
cueto, dijo no tener un testimo- 
nio preparado pero, “con todo res- 
peto”, también se acogió a la pro- 
tección constitucional. 

La audiencia, que fue televi- 
sada, fue convocada por el presi- 
dente del Comité, Michael Oxley, 
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para tratar de esclarecer el fraude 
contable en el que la empresa 
indebidamente hizo pasar como 
gastos cerca de 4,000 millones de 
dólares, ocultando así su precaria 
situación financiera en los últimos 
cinco trimestres. 

“Si se logran probar estos car- 
gos, los ejecutivos de WorldCom 
que participaron del fraude de- 
berán regresar cualquier ganancia 
obtenida de la venta de acciones. 
Simplemente sería un error per- 
mitirles que se beneficien de una 
conducta criminal”, aseveró 
Oxley, tras criticar la falta de ética 
de la empresa. 

Pero John Sidgmore, que 
tomó las riendas de WorldCom 
hace dos meses, pidió disculpas 
por las “fechorías” que han des- 
pertado la ira del público inversor 
y que han quebrado la confianza 
de los estadounidenses en los 
mercados financieros. 

Enfatizó, no obstante, cómo 
WorldCom descubrió el problema 
“internamente, auditamos a nues- 
tros auditores y encontramos lo 
que ellos pasaron por alto”, dijo 
Sidgmore, quien recalcó que 
“prontamente lo repo:tamos” a la 
SEC. 

Cooperación con 
investigadores 

Sidgmore repitió su voluntad 
de cooperar con los investiga- 
dores, enumeró la serie de me- 
didas correctivas que ha tomado 
su empresa para reparar la con- 
fianza del público y “para que los 
responsables” reciban su castigo. 

El presidente del consejo de 
dirección de WorldCom, Bert 
Roberts, fue más vehemente en 
sus declaraciones y responsabi- 
lizó directamente a Arthur An- 
dersen por el desprestigio y es- 
crutinio que ahora aquejan a la 
empresa. 

“La incapacidad de nuestros 
auditores externos para descubrir 
(las irregularidades) es inconce- 
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bible”, dijo Roberts. “Tenemos 
más preguntas que respuestas (...) 
pero estamos dispuestos a llegar 
al fondo de todo esto”. 

El principal encargado de la 
auditoría de WorldCom, Melvin 
Dick, insistió bajo juramento en 
que ni él ni ningún miembro de 
su equipo tuvo “la más mínima 
idea” de la alteración de los libros 
de contabilidad. 

Otra figura que aseguró no 
haber estado al tanto del fraude 
fue Jack Grubman, un famoso 
analista de Wall Street que pro- 
movía las acciones de Worldcom 
y que dijo estar “sumamente en- 
tristecido” porque, como conse- 
cuencia del escándalo, los inver- 
sores han sufrido pérdidas y miles 
de empleados han sido despe- 
didos. 

“Pese a las especulaciones 
(...) no tuve conocimiento previo 
del fraude de 3,800 millones de 
dólares”, afirmó Grubman, quien 
revisó a la baja las acciones de 
WorldCom en cuatro ocasiones 
desde marzo pasado. 

Tanto demócratas como repu- 
blicanos aprovecharon la audien- 
cia para arremeter contra la ava- 
ricia y engaño de los ejecutivos, 
y para que se apruebe una ley que 
evite la repetición de este tipo de 
fraude. 
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Fidelity Bank pagará 1,6 millones 
por discriminar a latinos 


Washington, (EFE).- La 
institución financiera Fidelity 
Federal Bank, deberá pagar 1,6 
millones de dólares por discri- 
minar contra consumidores lati- 
nos que utilizaban tarjetas de cré- 
dito avaladas por dicha entidad, 
informó esta semana el Departa- 
mento de Justicia de EE.UU. 

Según una demanda presenta- 
da contra la compañía en la corte 
de distrito este de Nueva York, las 
subsidiarias de Fidelity, de forma 
rutinaria violaron las estipula- 
ciones del Acta de Igualdad de 
Oportunidades en el Crédito 
(ECOA), que prohíbe la discri- 
minación en base a raza u origen 
nacional en el otorgamiento de 
préstamos. 

La demanda alega que Fidel- 
ity. con sede en Glendale, Cali- 
fornia, utilizó métodos abusivos 
para el cobro de deudas incurridas 
por sus clientes latinos y negó 
tarjetas de crédito a los hispanos 


con poco conocimiento del inglés. 


La denuncia también indica 
que Fidelity trató de desalentar a 
las personas que recibían asis 
tencia pública en sus intenciones 
de solicitar tarjetas de crédito 

Añade que en los casos en 
que concedía dicha tarjeta. la 
compañía ofrecía condiciones 
menos favorables que aotras per- 
sonas de ingresos similares. 

Además, en el caso de los 
latinos, la acusación señala que 
Fidelity exigía que todos los in- 
tegrantes de una familia firmaran 
la solicitud para una tarjeta de 
crédito, lo cual es una violación 
de la ley. 

“Todo prestatario merece ser 
tratado con respeto y dignidad”, 
manifestó en un comunicado el 
secretario adjunto de derechos 
civiles. Ralph E. Boyd. 

“Nadie debe ser hostigado en 
base a su origen nacional o dis 
criminado en base a la fuente de 


sus ingresos”. agrego el funcio 


nario del Departamento de Jus- 
licia. 

Según el acuerdo alcanzado 
con la compañía, Fidelity deberá 
pagar 1,6 millones de dólares para 
compensar a las víctimas de estas 
prácticas discriminatorias y para 
establecer un programa de edu- 
cación al consumidor. 

Además. la compañía deberá 
asegurar que todos los que soli- 
citan o obtienen una tarjeta de cré- 
dito, sean tratados de una forma 
justa y sin discriminación. 

Fidelity también deberá po- 
ner en marcha un programa de 
capacitación para sus empleados 
encargados de procesar las solici- 
tudes de crédito. 

El caso de Fidelity llegó a la 
atención del Departamento de 
Justicia en 1999, luego de una in- 
vestigación de la Office of Thrift

Crews mop up California fire near Los Angeles 


Santa Clarita, Calif. (AP) - 
Some 200 homes were briefly 
evacuated and a highway was 
closed for several hours as fire- 
fighters fought a 250-acre brush 
fire that destroyed a house. 

“Wind conditions were cha- 
otic, ripping this fire in many di- 
rections,” said Los Angeles 
County Fire Inspector Mike 
Brown 

Firefighters said they ex 
pected to mop up any remaming 
hot spots Tuesday before wrap 
ping up the operation, 

Residents from about 200 
homes were evacuated Monday, 
but were allowed to return in the 
evening after firefighters got the 
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blaze under control. One house 
burned down 

“It just so happened that one 
of the embers flew over the front 
of the fire and just happened to 
land on the one roof that hap 
pened to have a wood shake roof.” 
said Inspector Edward Osorio 

Another two homes were 
damaged and several more sus 
tained heat damage. Brown said 

At one point. flames were 
within 30 feet of several back 
yards. “Things are a little calmer 
now. People who live in the area 
are definitely reheved.” Brown 
said 

About 300 firefighters at 
tacked the blaze on the ground 


and from the air in Santa Clarita, 
about 22 miles north of Los An- 
geles. 

Shortly after it started Mon- 
day, the fire split and jumped 
Highway 14. Flying embers then 
splintered off in several direc- 
tions, threatening several homes. 
A section of the highway was 
closed for a few hours in both di- 
rections, according to the Califor- 
nia Highway Patrol. 

Officials had not determined 
the fire's cause. Five firefighters 
were injured, four of them over- 
come by heat exhaustion and one 
suffering a minor knee injury, au- 
thorities said.

Berlin (AP) - Both pilots of 
the planes that slammed into each 
other over Germany notified 
Swiss air traffic control less than 
a minute before that they were 
descending, investigators said 
Tuesday. 

The German investigation 
into the crash that killed 71 people 
last week sharpened its focus on 
the apparently conflicting instruc- 
tions to the Russian charter 
plane's pilot from controllers on 
the ground and the on-board col- 
lision warning system. 

Investigators are “looking to 
clarify what the real legal situa- 
tion is” in such a case, said Odo 
Zboralski, eae for the Ger- 
man air accident investigation 
office. 

Analysis of the cockpit voice 
recorders show that the Bash- 
kirian Airlines pilot acknowl- 
edged the controller's order to 
descend about 30 seconds before 
the collision, but he did not men- 
tion an order to climb that he had 
received from his cockpit warn- 
ing system, Zboralski said. 

Some 15 seconds before, the 
pilot of the other aircraft, a DHL 
International cargo jet, told 
ground control over his radio that 
he was following a cockpit com- 
puter warning to descend. 

“But there was no acknowl- 
edgment from the ground station 
to the DHL plane, it's just on the 
tape and we are not so sure if the 
controller really got that mes- 
sage.” Zboralski said. 

Swiss air traffic controllers 
had taken over the planes as they 
approached one another over the 
German-Swiss border just before 
midnight July 1. The crash killed 
69 people on the Russian plane,

Mexico City, (EFE).- For- 
mer Mexican President Luis 
Echeverria, who is being investi- 
gated for his responsibility in 
massacres of protesters in 1968 
and 1971, said Tuesday that he 
does not regret his actions and 
will not apologize. 

In a hastily called press con- 
ference at his home, Echeverria, 
81, said that he will make a trip 
lasting about a week to an un- 
specified place in the Caribbean, 
but he assured journalists that he 
would not flee, since he had no 
reason to do so. 

Echeverria appeared before 
special prosecutor Ignacio 
Carrillo for the second time on 
Tuesday to testify for more than 
three hours on his part in the 1971 
San Cosme student massacre in 
which at least 17 people died. 

Carrillo is probing human 
rights violations from the end of 
the 1960s to the beginning of the 
1980s, during the period known 
as the "dirty war” carried out by 
the government against leftist 
opponents. 

The former president, who 
governed from 1970-1976, denied 
to journalists any responsibility 
for the 1968 Tlatelolco massacre 
while he was Interior Minister 
under President Gustavo Diaz 
Ordaz, in which at least 30 dem- 
onstrators lost their lives, or for 
the San Cosme massacre. saying 
that people are always looking to 
blame their leaders for everything 
that happens, both good and bad. 

He said that he was going to 
present his version of what hap 
pened in 1968 and 1971, and he 
asserted that it was not possible 
to simplify the story and tell it just 
from the point of view that stu 
dents were attacked,

shouts of “murderer” and push-

outdoor café, ask to be seated far 
away from plate glass windows 
or choose instead to stay home. 
As restaurants and businesses lose 
patronage from both locals and 
tourists, many have closed. 

While many restaurant strips 
have turned into virtual ghost 
towns, dance clubs are still 
packed. Whether they're located 
on a kibbutz, on the beaches of 
Tel Aviv or in the industrialized 
section of Jerusalem, dance clubs 
are filled with sweaty teens gy- 
rating to the beat of techno mu- 
sic. Most tourists have fled, but 
the clubs have always relied on 
local, loyal customers. And they 
keep coming, despite the very real 
risk of a terrorist bomb. 

On June 1, 2001, a suicide 
bomber blew himself up at the 
entrance to the Dolphinarium, a 
popular dance club on the beach 
in Tel Aviv. He killed 21 people 
ranging in age from 15 to 25 and 
| injured 86 others. 
| Miri Sacher was there. “I was 
near the front when it happened. 
There was chaos. I was lying on 
the ground... When you survive a 
bombing, you feel like you are an 
Olympian; you have just won the 
race. You stand up, you look your- 
self over and realize that you're 
just scraped up, but you're still 
alive. Afterwards, you feel invin- 
| cible — at least until the next 


| bombing.” 
| Sacher, 22, is an aspiring ac- 
tress who lives in the suburbs of 
Tel Aviv and often visits Israel's 
nightspots.

Mike Epstein, a 20-year-old 
graphic artist, spends Friday and 
Saturday nights at Banana Beach, 
dancing with fire sticks (a set of 
wooden poles set on fire on both 
ends that dancers twirl to the beat 
of bongo drums) and meeting 
friends. “I met my girlfriend here. 
I see all my friends here. And I 
love to dance. How could I stay 
away?” 

Epstein also believes that by 
frequenting dance clubs he's mak- 
ing a strong statement to terrorist 
bombers. “I'm saying to Hamas, 
you're the loser. This is a war and 
you aren't winning, you're losing.” 
He gestures to a grassy spot 
nearby, where a memorial was 
erected to the young people killed
